The 
climate  is  delightful,  although,  of  course,  like  all  semi-dry  countries,  there 
IS  something  of  the  two  extremes,  but  while  it  gets  as  warm  as  80  to  90  in 
the  summer.  It  seldom  gets  more  than  10  below  zero  during  the 
winter  months,  and  that  only  for  a  short  time.  The  snow  fall  is  very  light 
but  during  the  summer  there  is  quite  sufficient  moisture  to  ensure  good  crops, 
as  well  as  fruit.      The  soil  consists  of  a  clay  sub-soil,  with  about  three  to

NATURAL  CONDITIONS
